PURPOSE:To provide the titled composition composed of an 
antiallergic agent and/or an antihistaminic agent and an 
aqueous solution of a carboxyvinyl polymer, having a specific 
viscosity, free from drooping phenomenon and accordingly 
effective to administer a definite amount of the drug component 
surely, and giving no undesirable feeling to the body.

The inventors of the present invention have conducted 
extensive studies in order to develop a pharmaceutical 
composition nasal cavity which does not cause a liquid 
dripping phenomenon, and have found that the liquid dripping 
phenomenon can be prevented by mixing an antiallergic agent 
and/or an antihistaminic agent, and an aqueous solution of a 
carboxyvinyl polymer to give a pharmaceutical composition 
nasal cavity in which a viscosity is from 60 to 2,000 
centipoises at 25°C, thereby making is possible to administer 
a predetermined amount of a drug and to eliminate discomfort. 
Thus, the present has been completed.

The pharmaceutical composition nasal cavity thus 
obtained can suppress or prevent a liquid dripping phenomenon 
if the viscosity is from 60 to 2,000 centipoises at 25°C, and 
the object of the present invention can be achieved. 
However, the viscosity of the composition is preferably set 
taking the kind of a spray to be used into consideration. 
For example, when M1CROFLATOR is used as the spray, the 
viscosity is preferably from 300 to 1,500 centipoises at 
25°C, Alternatively, when a common spray for nasal cavity is 
used as the spray, the viscosity is preferably set within a 
range from 60 to 70 centipoises at 25°C< 
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
